Dear Mr. Moses: 

This letter is the response of the Civil Division, Department of Justice to your Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA) request for records concerning (1) the total number of civil 
denaturalization cases filed by The Department of Justice in 2017 and 2018; and (2) records 
revealing the total number of civil denaturalization cases filed by the Department of Justice 
based on fraudulent claims for 1990 to 2018. This Office received your request on July 16,

With regard to item 1, the Civil Division located one page responsive to your request, 
which is being released to you in full. 

In response to item 2, based on the way our database is configured, we are unable to 
determine which civil denaturalization cases were based on fraudulent claims and which were 
not. Determining which cases involved fraudulent claims would require our office to manually 
search thousands of civil denaturalization files, which would be unduly burdensome. The FOIA 
does not require agencies to conduct wide-ranging, unreasonably burdensome searches for 
records. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c) (2015) 
(Amended 2016). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements 
of the FOIA. This is a standard notification that we give to all our requesters. You should not 
take it as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist.
